THE words of our text appear to be a form 
ok religious bleſſings, which, king David di- 
rected the prieſts to make uſe of, and is well 
adapted to occaſions like this ; and perhaps 
was penned at that day, for ſomething of a 
_ ſimilar uſe, when the king and ſupreme 
powers and dignities of the nation aſſembled, 
to acknowledge the Lord of heaven and earth, 


to look to bim for a bleſſing, to profeſs their 


friendſhip: to Zion, and to Zion's King, and 
to receive the benedictory addreſs from the 
Lord's prieſts. Ihe pſalm contains but three 
verſes, in the two firſt the pſalmiſt encoura- 
geth and exhorts the prieſts in their ſervice to 
dleſs and praiſe the Lord, lifting up their 
hands, and making uſe of ſuch words and 
geſtures, as might render them a. ſuitable 
organ for the people to addreſs the Lord 
their maker. And in this laſt verſe he gives 
them a particular form wherein they were to 
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be as the mouth of God to the people, faying⸗ 
The Lord who made heaven and earth bleſs 


_ thee out of Zion. $19 


AND as this form of bleſſing was appointed 


by the inſpired king of Iſrael, it evidently 


points out a near connection between the king 
and the prieſthood their name, their truſt, 


buſineſs and ſervice, led to the ſame point and 
terminated upon the ſame objects: they are 
miniſters of God for good unto the people; 
they ſtand npon the ſame baſis of eminence, 


the true principles of which, are well under - 
ſtood, and pertinently explained, by our Sav- 


iour in theſe remarkable words, Whofoever 
will de great among you let him be your 


miniſter, and whoſoever will be chief among 
you, let him be your ſervant.” The higheſt 


dignity and eminence always implies. the 
greateſt ſervice and higheſt reſponſibility. It 


was well underſtood, that the connection 
betwen Moſes and Aaron, was ſo great that 
they ated in concert; and God's ancient 
method of leading his people as a flock was 
by the hand of Moſes and Aaron; and it has 
ever been found in all nations, that when a 


good underſtanding and mutual aid take 


place between the civilian and clergy, it has 
produced the moſt happy influence and effect, 
dut the contrary has been productive of great 


evils; 


' THE civil arm may do much in promoting 
the intereſts of religion and the proſperity of 
the church: and the faithful and uſeful in- 
ſtructions of a learned catholic and well in- 


form- 
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formed TEEN may do d in promoting 


the peace and good order of ſociety, and im- 
preſſing on the minds of all a lively 


ſenſe of the ſupreme Lord of heaven and

' Tnxne is every reaſon, tharefave, for the 
patriotic and uſeful civilian to afford his in- 
fluence and aid to promote religion, and to 
feel peculiarly intereſted that there be a wor- 


thy, liberal and learned number of religious 


and moral teachers. And it highly becomes 
the clergy, inſtead of daring to ſpeak evil of 
dignities, to do every thing, in their pow- 
er, to ſupport and henour civil government, 
and to render it an exceeding rich and inval- 
uable bleſſing. There may not be ſuch igno- 
rance or enthuſiaſtic iofigelicy among a people, 
as to make it ſuitable for legiſlative authority, 
to decree that there is a ſupreme being, and:

WE need not enquire „ whether: 8 or 
civil government ſuſtains the firſt place, in 
point of importance, for the happineſs of ſo- 
ciety. They are ſo cloſely connected, and 
each ſo eſſential, that we need not conſider 
them ſeparately, or make the enquiry. whe- 
ther they can ſubſiſt without each other. How 
great the connection is, appears from the 
doctrine and example of Chriſt and his Apoſ- 
tles, and the directions given to the primi- 

tive Chriſtians. For even when ſuch were 
in authority, who were enemies to the chriſ- 
tian church and cauſe, the doctrines public. 
ly taught, were that tribute and honour, were 
to be given to whom they were due, that tage 
powers which are, were ordained of God; 
and the purport of the chriſtian doctrine on 
this head, is that reſiſtance to civil authority, 
inſurreQions and diſorders in general, were 
ſo far from being juſtifiable on accourt of un- 
_ worthy men being in power, that they were 
againſt the will and anthority of Ged and 
the good of ſociety. Lion bath its blefliogs 
very confiderably trom-civil government. and 
civil government its bleflings from Zion: 
the mutual aid, aſſiſtance and encouragement | 
from each other, have a very falutary influ.

One cannot ſay to the other, I have no need of 
thee : without either, the body politic is not 
only diſeaſed but very eſſentially maimed. 


CONSIDERING theſe important and effential 
bleſſings of ſociety, we can't reflect upon the 
improved ſtate of ſociety in our nation, with- 
out feeling emotions of gratirude,to the great 
author of theſe bleflings, who hath given us 
a pleaſant land and goodly heritage, and of 
all people, we are the moſt inexcuſeable, if 
we are not patriots at heart, as well as in 
name, if we do not love our country, love our 
religion and civil conſtitution, and highly 
prize our civil and religious liberties. Our 
religion is calculated to inſpire us with rev- 
erence to the deity, and benevolence to one- 
another; it is happily freed, in ſome good 
degree, from that enthufiaſm, bigotry and 
{uperſtition, with which it is often ſhackled, 
and which tend co render its votaries ſavage 
and cruel; it is revered and reſpected by - 
our civil government, and while it is recom- 
mended to the obſervance of all, it is permitted 
to be matter of free enquiry, and it is matter 
A of high concern with many of our civil ru- 
lers and fathers, how they may beſt promote 
its caufe and intereſts; and by what means 
it may become a more eſtabliſhed bleſſing to 
us and our children, without infringing on 
the rights of conſcience, ' and the equitable 
rules of a general toleration. The modes, 
forms and circumſtances of religion, are trea- 
ted in our national and ſtate aſſemblies, with 
decent reſpect, while they are conſidered as 
not affecting the eſſence and reality of it.

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- AND while there are no ſtrenuous exert! ons 
in favour of any. one denomination, there is a 
defire that the ſpirit of party might ceaſe, 
that even the name of a ſectary might be no 
more, and that a ſpirit of candour, charity and 
catholiciſm, might ſo prevail, that mere 
modes and ceremonies may not be conſidered 
as any ground of ſeparation or breach of 
communion in worſhip or ordinances, and 
thus ſupercede all laws and regulations reſ-

2. W infer from this ſubject. chat the lan- 
guage of Zion, the language of religion, and 
of true goodneſs in the heart, is ever of the 
ſame natute, even according to this ſimple 
and ancient form in our text. This ſhould 
be the Ianguage of the ſtateſman and politi- 
cian, of the divine,and of eycry rank and claſs 
of citizens; as it was of David and the min- 
iſters of the ſanctuary at that day.
